The fact the nation has been 
able to avoid such a turn in its 
presidential politics for so long 
is no comfort to many major 
party moguls 
and 
Wallace's 
candidacy is certain to focus at­ 
tention again on the manner in 
which foe United States chooses 
its presidents. 
lh essence, it clings to a sys­ 
tem that hasn't really worked 
the way it was supposed to since 
George Washington decided two 
terms was enough and retired to 
Mount Vernon. The constitution 


says the President shall be cho­ 
sen by electors named by each 
state, with a state having as 
many electors as it has senators 
and representatives 
in 
Con­ 
gress. 
As envisioned by the fouiding 
fathers, the electoral college 
system would permit leading 
citizens from each state to get 
together, weigh the merits of 
various illustrious colleagues 
and pick one for president. 
Trouble arose in 1800 when it 
took 31 ballots in the House to 
break an electoral-college dead­ 
lock between Thomas Jefferson 
and Aaron Burr, lh 1824, the 
last time the House had to act, 
it chose John Quincy Adams al­ 
though he ran well behind An­ 
drew Jackson to a four-way 


race. 
The system cost Samuel J. 
Tilden the presidency in 1876 
when he ran 250,000 votes ahead 
of Rutherford B. Hayes but lost 
by one electoral vote In a dis­ 
puted election settled by a spe­ 
cial commission. And in 1888, 
Grover Cleveland had a 100,000 
vote plurality over Benjamin 
Harrison, but lost the presiden­ 
cy by 233 electoral votes to 168. 
By various statutes, under­ 
standings and political adjust­ 
ments the system has been 
adapted to the 'vastly changed 
conditions of today. 
But one feature remains that 
is at the heart of the controver­ 
sy over it- the award of a 
state's entire electoral vote to 
foe winning candidate. 


This ls the basis of Wallace’s 
hopes. If he can win enough 
electoral votes to prevent either 
foe Democratic or Republican 
candidate from getting a major­ 
ity, the House will have to 
choose between the top three in 
the popular vote. 
lh recent years efforts at re­ 
form have centered on three 
main 
proposals: 
Scrap 
the 
whole system and go to a direct 
national presidential election; 
divide the electoral vote in each 
state in proportion to the candi­ 
dates’ popular vote; or divide it 
according 
to 
the 
vote 
by 
congressional districts. 
The two vote-dividing plans 
appear to have run their course 
and moie attention now is being 
given to the idea of a direct 


popular election. It is hardly 
new. James Madison and Ben­ 
jamin Franklin proposed it at 
the Constitutional Convention, 
but it got the votes of only two 
states at that time. 
What has brought it back 
strong is the Supreme Court's 
ruling on the one-man, one-vote 
principle in state and local elec­ 
tions. 
Many 
questions 
connected 
with a direct election remain to 
be answered and the obstacles 
are formidable to such a drastic 
revision of a system that has 
lasted so long. 
But if Wallace wins his gam­ 
ble and the House of Represent­ 
atives chooses the next presi­ 
dent, the nation could decide it's 
time to make the effort.

A QUINTESSENTIAL KANSAN 
The late William Allen White, whose 100th 
birthday will be observed in Kansas on Satur- 
day, Feb. 10, lived most of his life as editor and 
publisher of the Emporia Gazette. 
His news­ 
paper’s daily circulation never exceeded 7,000 
copies in his lifetime. 
Yet Editor & Publisher 
recently pointed out (Jan. 27, 1968) that when 
White died in 1944, “a newspaper in London, 
England, published a 1,500 word story about his 
life, influence and character.” 
White’s finest writing came in biting editorials 
that voiced the protests of rural America against 
the increasing dominance of a new industrial-ur­ 
ban society. 
“ In this American government,” 
he wrote in 1896, “paternalism plays no part. 
It is every man for himself. It is a free for all, 
and in the end the keenest, most frugal, and 
most industrious win.” Later, however, he was 
to become a loyal supporter of Theodore Roose­ 
velt’s attack on the “malefactors of great wealth.” 
One commentator on the White era (Walter John­ 
son in An American Primer) notes that White’s 
“belief in the value of hard work, in the neces­ 
sity of individual initiative, and in the impor­ 
tance of being successful are still deeply in­ 
grained in the American conscience.”

NO GAG BY ABA 
Article I of the United States Constitution forbids 
Congress to make any law abridging freedom of 
speech or of the press. 
This is an elementary fact, known to any 
grade school civics pupil. 
The American Bar Association apparently be­ 
lieves that it should be able to do what Congress 
cannot. 
The ABA has under advisement a report by one 
of its committees that would restrict pre-trial 
information in criminal cases. The bar group’s 
House of Delegates has been expected to act on 
the report at a meeting in Chicagon on Feb. 19. 
What the lawyers propose to do is replace the 
first article of the Bill of Rights with their own 
“code of ethics.” 
This would be imposed through friendly courts, 
preventing newspapers from having access to 
facts about crimes. 
Any editor violating the 
secrecy code could be found in contempt of court. 
The American Society of Newspaper Editors and 
Sigma Delta Chi, the professional journalistic 
fraternity, have fought any attempt by lawyers to 
put a gag on the public’s right to know. 
We know this much — the public supports our 
position that if ever there was a time in American 
history when the people needed to know the facts 
about crime—without any smokescreen—that time 
is now! 
There is absolutely no conflict between the twin 
constitutional guarantees of freedom of the press 
and a fair trial. 
One freedom cannot be main­ 
tained by destroying the other. 
Let policemen make arrests. Let grand juries 
indict. 
Let prosecutors prosecute, and defense 
lawyers defend. Let juries determine innocence 
or guilt. Let judges pass sentence. Let the con­ 
victed appeal. 
But let a free press let the public know! 
And let the public pass judgment on the per­ 
formance of both bar and press. 
We have nothing to fear in a free and open society, 
unobstructed by self-serving “protectors.”

late William Allen White, whose IOO*a 
birthday will be observed in Kansas on Satur­ 
day, Feb. IO, lived most of his life as editor and 
publisher of the Emporia Gazette. 
His news ­ 
paper's daily circulation never exceeded 7,000 
copies in his lifetim e. 
Yet Editor & Publisher 
recently pointed out (Jan. 27, 1968) that when 
White died in 1944, “ a newspaper in London, 
England, published a 1,500 word story about his 
life, influence and character." 
White's finest writing came in biting editorials 
that voiced the protests of rural America against 
the increasing dominance of a new industrial-ur­ 
ban society. 
“ In this American government," 
he wrote in 1896, “ paternalism plays no part. 
It is every man for him self. It is a free for all, 
and in the end the keenest, most frugal, and 
most industrious win." 
Later, however, he was 
to become a loyal supporter of Theodore Roose­ 
velt's attack on the “ malefactors of great wealth." 
One commentator on the White era (Walter John­ 
son in An American Primer) notes that White's 
“ belief in the value of hard work, in the neces­ 
sity of individual initiative, and in the impor­ 
tance of being successful are still deeply in­ 
grained in the American conscience."

NO GAG BY ABA 
Article I of the United States Constitution forbids 
Congress to make any law abridging freedom of 
speech or of the press. 
This is an elementary fact, known to any 
grade school civics pupil. 
The American Bar Association apparently be­ 
lieves that it should be able to do what Congress 
cannot. 
The ABA has under advisement a report by one 
of its committees that would restrict pre-trial 
information in criminal cases. The bar group’s 
House of Delegates has been expected to act on 
the report at a meeting in Chicagon on Feb. 19. 
What the lawyers propose to do is replace the 
first article of the Bill of Rights with their own 
“ code of ethics." 
This would be imposed through friendly courts, 
preventing newspapers from having access to 
facts about crim es. 
Any editor violating the 
secrecy code could be found in contempt of court. 
The American Society of Newspaper Editors and 
Sigma Delta Chi, the professional journalistic 
fraternity, have fought any attempt by lawyers to 
put a gag on the public’s right to know. 
We know this much — the public supports our 
position that if ever there was a time in American 
history when the people needed to know the facts 
about crim e—without any smokescreen—that time 
is now! 
There is absolutely no conflict between the twin 
constitutional guarantees of freedom of the press 
and a fair trial. 
One freedom cannot be main­ 
tained by destroying the other. 
Let policemen make arrests. Let grand juries 
indict. 
Let prosecutors prosecute, and defense 
lawyers defend. 
Let juries determine innocence 
or guilt. Let judges pass sentence. Let the con­ 
victed appeal. 
But let a free press let the public know! 
And let the public pass judgment on the per­ 
formance of both bar and press. 
We have nothing to fear in a free and open society, 
unobstructed by self-serving “protectors."

A 30-year lapse between legislation and enforcement was re­ 
vealed recently wnen federal agents made their first case on 
mail-order abuses through a section of the Federal Firearm s 
Act of 1938. 
United States Attorney Robert Morgenthau successfully ob­ 
tained a federal grand jury indictment against a Nanuet, N .Y. 
firearm s dealer. The indictment charged that the mail-order 
house had violated the 1938 law by shipping guns to individuals 
in other states who had not produced the required state or 
local licenses or perm its. 
According to the New York Tim es, "The indictment was de­ 
scribed as the first of its kind in the country against a mail­ 
order company dealing in firearm s." 
Sportsman interests have maintained for years before Con­ 
gressional committees and subcommittees considering new 
legislation that existing federal firearm s laws suffer from 
lack of enforcement by the UJS. Treasury and Justice Depart­ 
ments. 
At the same time, the Treasury and Justice Departments have 
been working strenuously for more rigid gun laws, pushing in 
particular 
for increasingly restrictive versions of the Dodd 
bills. 
"The delay in acting upon a provision of federal law, a 30- 
year delay according to the New York Tim es, is a glaring ex­ 
ample of lax enforcement. It lends strength to the position of 
law-abiding gun owners that existing laws have never been 
given a 
real chance," stated Warren Page, president of the 
National Shooting Sports Foundation, Inc. 
"Sportsm en can see little merit in passing additional laws 
when federal enforcement agencies have 
scarcely sampled 
the effectiveness of laws passed three decades ago. 
"TTiis same lack of active 
enforcement has probably also 
contributed to the general lack of information about gun laws 
cm the part of the public. The New York Tim es, which pointed 
out this prim e example, has for more than four years not only 
been campaigning for passage of the Dodd bill but implying 
that there was no existing law to prevent improper mail­ 
order shipm ents," Page pointed out. 
The indictment returned against the New York dealer was 
apparently based on that section of the federal act of 1938 which 
states! " It shall be unlawful for any licensed manufacturer or 
.dealer to transport or ship any firearm in interstate or foreign 
‘&>mmei*ce to any person other than a licensed manufacturer 
or dealer in any State the laws of which require that a license 
be obtained for the purchase of 
such firearm , unless such 
license is exhibited to such manufacturer or dealer by the pro­ 
spective purchaser." 
Page pointed out that this section of the law could be made 
even stronger, and enforcement easier, by passage of the bill 
introduced in both the 89th and 90th Congress by Sen. Roman 
L . Hruska 
of Nebraska. The Hruska measure, which is sup­ 


ported by all the major conservation and sportsmen's organiza­ 
tions in the nation, would prohibit the interstate shipment of 
firearm s in contravention of any state law. 
Page said the public has been led to believe there are no laws 
which prohibit crim inals from obtaining firearm s, even though 
such prohibitions have been a basic part of the same federal 
law since 1938. 
The act provides: 
"It shall be unlawful for any person who 
has been convicted of a crim e punishable by imprisonment for 
a term 
exceeding one year or is a fugitive from justice to 
receive any firearm or 
ammunition which has been shipped 
or transported in interstate or 
foreign commerce, and the 
possession of a firearm or 
ammunition by any such person 
shall be presumptive evidence that such firearm or ammuni­ 
tion was shipped or transported or received, as the case may 
be, by such person in violation of this chapter." 
A violation of the act can bring imprisonment up to five years, 
a fine up to $5,000, or both. 
"Once again, it may well have been the singular lack of en­ 
forcement which has created this impression among the public 
and the news media,” Page said. "Under questioning by Con­ 
gressmen at hearings in Washington, Treasury officials have 
claimed 
they are unable to enforce these firearm s laws due 
to a lack of manpower. 
"During the 1965 hearings, Treasury officials admitted that 
only two men and three women were assigned full time to en­ 
forcement of both the 1938 Federal and 1934 National F ire ­ 
arm s Acts. This 
hardly seems 
a strenuous effort for a 
department which views the 
commerce in firearm s with 
such alarm ." 
Page compared the lack of enforcement to the lack of action 
on reasonable and useful firearm s 
legislation. He said that 
while both departments 
have 
been calling for new laws, 
neither has offered support to realistic proposals like those 
of Sen. Hruska.

A 30-year lapse between legislation and enforcement was re* 
vealed recenUy when federal agents made their first case on 
mail-order abuses through a section of the Federal Firearms 
Act of 1938. 
United States Attorney Robert Morgenthau successfully ob- 
tained a federal grand jury indictment against a Nanuet, N.Y. 
firearms dealer. The indictment charged that the mail-order 
house had violated the 1938 law by shipping guns to individuals 
in other states who had not produced the required state or 
local licenses or permits. 
According to the New York Times, “ The indictment was de. 
scribed as the first of its kind in the country against a mail­ 
order company dealing in firearms.” 
Sportsman interests have maintained for years before Con- 
gressional committees and subcommittees considering new 
legislation that existing federal firearms laws suffer from 
lack of enforcement by the UjS. Treasury and Justice Depart- 
ments. 
At the same time, the Treasury and Justice Departments have 
been working strenuously for more rigid gun laws, pushing in 
particular 
for increasingly restrictive versions of the Dodd 
bills. 
"The delay In acting upon a provision of federal law, a 30- 
year delay according to the New York Times, is a glaring ex- 
ample of lax enforcement. It lends strength to the position of 
law-abiding gun owners that existing laws have never been 
given a 
real chance,” stated Warren Page, president of the 
National Shooting Sports Foundation, Inc. 
''Sportsmen can see little merit in passing additional laws 
when federal enforcement agencies have scarcely sampled 
the effectiveness of laws passed three decades ago. 
"This same lack of active enforcement has probably also 
contributed to the general lack of information about gun laws 
on the part of the putfic. The New York Times, which pointed 
out this prime example, has for more than four years not only 
been campaigning for passage of the Dodd bill but implying 
that there was no existing law to prevent improper mail­ 
order shipments,” Page pointed out. 
The indictment returned against the New York dealer was 
apparently based on that section of the federal act of 1938 which 
stater, “ It shall be unlawful for any licensed manufacturer or 
di aler to transport or ship any firearm in interstate or foreign 
'’ftimrn«TP to any person other than a licensed manufacturer 
or dealer in any State the laws of which require that a license 
be obtained for the purchase of such firearm, unless such 
license is exhibited to such manufacturer or dealer by the pro­ 
spective purchaser.** 
Page pointed out that this section of the law could be made 
even stronger, and enforcement easier, by passage of the tail 
introduced in both tile 89th and 90th Congress by Sen. Roman 
L. Hruska 
of Nebraska. The Hruska measure, which is sup­ 


ported by all the major conservation and sportsmen’s organiza­ 
tions in the nation, would prohibit the interstate shipment of 
firearms in contravention of any state law. 
Page said the public has been ledtobelieve there are no laws 
which prohibit criminals from obtaining firearm s, even though 
such prohibitions have been a basic part of the same federal 
law since 1938. 
The act provides: “ It shall be unlawful for any person who 
has been convicted of a crime punishable bv imprisonment for 
a term 
exceeding one year or is a fugitive from )ustice to 
receive any firearm or ammunition which lias been shipped 
or transported in Interstate or foreign commerce, and the 
possession of a firearm or ammunition by any such person 
shall be presumptive evidence that such firearm or ammuni­ 
tion was shipped or transported or received, as the case may 
be, by such lier son in violation of this chapter.” 
A violation of the act can bring imprisonment up to five years, 
a fine up to $5,000, or both. 
“ Once again, it may well have been the singular lack of en­ 
forcement which has created this impression among the public 
and the news media,” Page said. “ Under questioning by Con­ 
gressmen at hearings in Washington, Treasury officials have 
claimed they are unable to enforce these firearms laws due 
to a lack of manpower, 
“ During the 1965 hearings, Treasury officials admitted that 
only two men and three women were assigned full time to en­ 
forcement of both the 1938 Federal and 1934 National Fire­ 
arms Acts. This 
hardly seems a strenuous effort for a 
dejiartment which views the 
commerce in firearms with 
such alarm.” 
Page compared the lack of enforcement to the lack of action 
on reasonable and useful firearms legislation. He said that 
while both departments 
have 
been calling for new laws, 
neither lias offered support to realistic proposals like those 
of Sen. Hruska.
